1086,  with  a  number  of  other  young  officers,  in  the  suite  of 
Uovernor  de  Denonville.  He  wm  then  a  Ueutenant  in  de 
Troves  company  of  Marine  troops,  which  later  took  part 
m  the  expedition  to  Hudson's  Bay.  His  promotion  was  rapW, 
bwng  capt^  in  1687,  Uter  colonel,  then  commandant  of 
troops  and  finally  Governor  of  the  Toira  and  its  district.

The  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic 
Society  of  Montreal 

In  the  montii  of  Deeamber,  18^,  tarmi  nntiMaea  of 
Mmitreal,  desirous  of  cultivating  the  studv  of  Numisnuitl.j. 
some  of  whom  had  been  meeting  informally  for  a  couple  of 
years  at  the  house  of  Mr.  James  Ferrier,  judging  the  forma- 
tion of  a  properly  organised  association  as  the  most  eflScaeious 
means  of  attaii  ig  that  end,  formed  "The  Numismatic  Society 
of  Montreal.."  The  seal  of  this  society  WM  the  obveiM  of  tht 
Canadian  bronse  cent,  with  an  outw  drde  iiiMrib«d  "flodrtt 
Numismatique  de  MoateML  FondM  1868." 

In  JuuMTV,  186U,  tae  name  of  the  society  was  changed  to 
that  of  the  "Numismatic  and  Antiquarian  Society  ofMont- 
real,"  and  a  new  seal  was  adopted,  vis. :  a  round  shield  quar- 
tered by  a  tomahawk,  and  calumet,  bearing  an  antit  ue  lamp, 
an  Athenian  coin  with  the  head  of  Minerva,  a  Canadian  oent 
with  head  of  Victoria  and  a  Beavnr:  the  shield  wwirfiled  with 
a  garter  bearing  the  words:  "Numfamrtieat  •!  ArahdogicM 
Marianopolitanae  Societatis  Sigilhun." 

In  1912  the  charter  of  boorporation  was  amended  by  Act 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature  and  the  name  cl  the  Society 
changed. to  "Tbe  AatkiBMiHi  nd  Vvukm^  SotMy  of 

Montreal." 

In  July,  1872,  the  Society  began  the  puWicatioD  ,  "Th»-^ 
Canadian  Antiquarian  and  Numismatic  Jourual."  Ijp  to  the 
present  time  three  series,  making  a  total  of  twf^utv  four  volumei 
have  been  published.  It  was  this  ^^odety,  ac:  upon  the  pro- 
jects of  individual  members  of  -  that  fixt.  suggested  the 
project  of  cdebrating  the  250tb  tut'  Wersary  oj  the  founding 
of  Montreal,  and  proposed  three  things  in  order  to  shed  more 
lustre  on  so  noteworthy  an  event.  First,  the  erecting  of  a 
monument  to  the  memory  of  Chomedy  de  Maisonneuve,  the 
founder  of  our  city;  second,  the  saving  of  the  Chatoau  de 
Ramezay  from  the  destruction  with  which  it  was  thrastcned; 
third,  an  historical  exhibition  by  which  the  public  might  be 
mBl^taied  regarding  the  rare  and  precious  things  still  to  be 
found  amongst  us  and  which  the  Society  is  niMlMTiilin,  t<j 
prevent  being  lost  to  the  country  for  ever. 

The  Society  succeeded  in  bringing  all  three  of  these 
projects  to  a  successful  issue,  and  ibe  result  of  its  Waoa  in 
the  Chateau  may  be  read  in  tiie  pefea  at  this  «tit«li?infl.

1.  Bienville,  Jean-Baptiste  Le  Moyne  de,  bom  1680,  died 
in  France,  1768.  Governor  of  Louisiana  twenty-seren 
years.  (See  2, 3,  and  Antiquities  88, 89.)  Founded  New 
Orleans  1717.

2.  De  Longueuil,  Charles  Le  Moyne,  Baron,  bom  1667, 
died  1729.  Son  of  Charles  Le  Moyne,  Sieur  de  Lon- 
gueuil. Created  baron  1700,  had  great  influence  over 
the  Indians,  served  in  Flanders  as  aide-de-camp  to 
Marshal  d'Humieres;  governor  of  Detroit  1700,  and 
httx  govemar  cS  Mcmtreal.

3.  D'Iberville,  Pierre  Le  Moyne,  Sieur,  bom  1661,  died 
1706,  in  the  West  Indies,  his  body  resting  in  the  Cathe- 
dral of  Havana,  Cuba.  Founder  and  First  Governor 
of  Louisiana,  a  brother  of  Bienville  and  of  the  firs^ 
Baron  de  LongueuiL  Ekitered  the  marine  at  an  early 
age  and  became  a  noted  sea  fi|^ter;  took  Fort  Nelson 
in  Hudson's  Bay.  Discovered  the  mouth  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi.
